Fire Marshal urges caution, 
this Fourth of July holiday | 


State Fire Marshall Bill Nelson is cautioning 
residents to use extra care during upcoming July 
4th celebrations and urging local fire depart- 
ments and law enforcement to be especially 
watchful for violators of state and local restric- 
tions on fireworks and burning. 
~ Due to severe drought conditions, a number of 
counties and cities‘throughout the state have 
imposed bans on burning and, in some cases, on 
the sale and use of fireworks. Nelson is urging 
Floridians to not only obey all bans but to use 
common sense to avoid unnecessary risks. 

“More than 3,000 wildfires have occurred 
already this year,” said Nelson, who also serves 
as state treasurer and insurarice commissioner. 
“With little rain relief in sight, it's going to take 
a conscious effort on everyone's part to protect 
the lives and property of our citizens” 

In a memorandum sent to fire service and law 
enforcement personnel throughout the state; 
Nelson urged local fire departments and law 
enforcement cies to take “seriously all calls 
for service d with illegal fireworks or ille- 
gal burning.” State officials have banned outdoor 
burning in Florida, but have not yet imposed a 
statewide ban on fireworks. 

Even where there is no local ban on all fire- 
works, residents need tò be aware that any fire- 
works that explode or launch are illegal, except 
in regulated public displays.. That includes the 
ever-popular firecracker, and. bottle rocket. For 
consumers, state law makes an exception only 
for sparklers - had-held, ground-based items 
that emit only showers of sparks upon burning. 

A full list of this year’s legal sparklers is pro- 
vided on- the department’s web site at 
www.doi.state.fl.us. Follow the links for the 
Office of State Fire Marshaljewhich annuaily 
tests sparklers for safety and then lists those 
items that meet statutory and safety require- 


ments. 

According to the National Center for Injury. 
Prevention and Control, malfunction and care- 
less use Of fireworks resulted in 8,500 injuries in 
1998, the last year for which data is available. 

Florida law provides exceptions for the use 
otherwise illegal fireworks, but only for limi 
agricultural purposes. Vendors will ask buyers 
to sign a document attesting they intend to use 
the fireworks for legal purposes. Anyone caught 
using fireworks illegally can face a misdemeanor 
charge: Any vendor caught selling. fireworks dur- 
ing a ban on their sale faces similar penalties. 

If a child comes, home with illegal fireworks, 
parents are advised to immerse them in wate! 
soak them fully and then throw them away. 

“The best holiday always‘is a safe one,” Nelson 
said. “Don't risk your safety or that of your fam- 
ily or neighbors. “Take advantage of any public 
fireworks displays that may be scheduled in\ 
your community.” 

Unless there is a ban in effect, anyone using 
sparklers should follow these safety tips: 

* Don't try to make or alter products at home 
or buy kits advertised for such a purpose. Doing 
so could cause serious, even fatal, injuries. e 

* Look for reliable, licensed dealers. 

* Set up your display outdoors and well away 
from onlookers, pets, cars, buildings and flam- 
mable materials. 

e Light only one sparkler. at a time on a 
smooth, flat surface, ana don’ try to: re-light 
duds. 

© Keep a bucket of OR on hand for dousing, 
and ‘properly dispose of used products. 

* Don't carry sparklers around in your zeck 
or light them in glass containers. 

e Never.hand sparXlers to immature children 
or toddlers. + ` 

© Store any unused productai in a dry, cool spot.

A poll by Florida Interna- 
tional University in , Miami 
agrees with Fletcher's assess- 
ment.The FIU poll asked’ sin- 


_ gle-family home-owners around 


the state what they had done to 
protect the envelope of their 
home. 

In other words, had these 
home owners purchased shut- 
ters or plywood? What had they 
done to safe-guard their home 
from flying debris produced by 
the high winds of a hurricane? 

In the Tampa Bay area, 85 % 
of ‘the -respondents bad done 
absolutely nothing.-Only 5% 
had done everything to safe- 
guard their home; 

The results were even more 
disappointing in the Gulf Coast 
region of the state. Of the sin- 
gle-family homeowners respond- 
ing to the poll, 95 % had done 
nothing to protect the environ- 
ment of their home. 

How did our region fare? 
Single-family homeowners in 
the Palm Beaches and, the 
Treasure Coast appear to be 
much better prepared. than 
other parts of the state. 

According to the FIU poll, 55 
% of the respondents in our 
area had at least taken the first 
step toward protecting the 
envelope of their home. 


Another 33% had completed 
their hurricane preparation 
needs, while only 28% of the

These are the 
names of powerful hurricaries 
that threatened our region 
from 1989 to 1999, major hurri- 
canes that came Close to mak- 
ing, landfall in the Palm 
Beaches and Treasure Coast 
before turning away. 

While we haven't been direct- 
ly hit by a major storm in over 
50 years, our region has had a 
series of close calis in recent 
years. Close enough to convince 
local residents that storm shut- ` 
ters and plywood would make a 
good investment. 

On the other hand; Et 
storms have stayed away from 
other parts of the state, helping 
to fuel the growing indifference 
in the western and northern 
part of Florida. Unfortunately, 
it may take a series of dose 
calls by big storms near Tampa 
or Panama City to motivate 
residents in those areas. w 

Of course, if a storm actually 
makes landfall in those regions 
this summer interest in hurri- 
cane preparation will be much 
higher. But by then, it may be 
to late.

South - Florida 
Management District officials are 
taking advantage of the low lake 
level to plant native trees on 
islands in Lake Okeechobee. 

‘They have secured funding and 
donations to pay for 10,000 
cypress, custard apple and swamp 
maple seedlings, Volunteers from 


the lake area are sought to help 


with the labor. 


On Monday, Department of 


Environmental Protection 
Secretary David Struhs, South 
Florida Water Management 
District Executive Director Frank 


Finch and U.S: Army Corps of 


Engineers Col. Joe Miller joined

explained that these islands had 
been overgrown with exotic plants 
such as Melaleuca and Australian 
Pine trees. He said the district 


been working ‘on a’ program to

eradicate the exotics for years and 
has managed to kill the exotic trees 
on the islands. However, due to the 
high water levels, they could not 
replant the islands with native 
trees. 

‘Tite-recent low lake level gave 
the district a “window of opportu- 
nity” to plant the native trees, he 
said? 

‘The Melaleuca and Australian 
Pine trees were planted on the 
islands in the 1940s by the Corps 
of Engineers to create a wind- 
break, he explained. At that time, 
they didn’t know what damage 
these exotics would do tothe local 
ecosystem. With no natural ene- 
mies to keep their growth in check, 
these exotics squeezed out the 
native vegetation. 

Melaleuca and Australian Pines 
also take several times more water 
than native Florida trees, further 
upsetting the ecological balance of 
the Lake Okeechobee area. 

Mr. Thayer said since there is no 
economical way to remove the 
dead Melaleuca and Australian 


Pines, they will be left on the 
islands to decompose. This will 
actually be good for the islands, he 
said. He said even though a special 
herbicide was used to kill the 
Melaleuca trees, the’ seed pods 
may still be viable. 

“We have found that as long as 
we don't disturb the ground’ too 
much, we dort see many seedlings 
starting,” he said. He added that 
they are always on the lookout for 
new Melaleuca trees and will keep 
the eradication program going to 
make sure the exotics dont get 
started again. 

He said they hope to plant 
10,000 trees by the end of August, 
op approximately. 60 miles of 
islands along the south shore of the 
lake and in the canal cuts ‘all 
around the lake.
